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lo Nai Khuang Abhaiwong and Nai Sani Praraoj, Democratic Party leaders, have 
stated that they do not expect to upset the present government, but they 
are capitalizing on the prestige which the broadcast of the Parliamentary 
debate gives the Democratic Party. There i3 a movement under way to give 
Phibul a single vote of nonconfidence. 

2, There is mounting popular and Parliamentary opposition to the Phibul 
Government. 

3. The Navy shows increased confidence and aggressiveness, but there will 
probably be no showdown yet*.
